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Ongoing Butters Farmhouse Challenge 


raises $6,500 to date

WILMINGTON - This week 
marks the midway point in the 
“Save The Butters Farmhouse” 
13-week challenge issued by 
Reading Cooperative Bank. 
Local businesses have donated 
over $6,500 for the restoration 
and preservation of the 300 
year old Butters Farmhouse, 
the town's second oldest resi- 
dence. 

The property is known to be 
the discovery site of the 
Baldwin apple, and a monu- 
ment was erected on the site in 
1895 to celebrate the historic 
importance. Today, it stands as 
the world's only apple monu- 
ment. 

Adding more historical signif- 
icance to the site are the under- 
ground tunnels that are 
believed to be under the house 
and thought to have been used 
as escape routes from early 


Indian attacks. It is believed 
that years later those same tun- 
nels were used as a stop on the 
Underground Railroad. The 
site, which is part of the 
Burlington, North Woburn and 
Wilmington Local Industrial 
Trail, will soon be named to the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 

Reading Cooperative Bank 
kicked off the challenge by pre- 
senting a $3,500 check to Town 
Manager Mike Caira in front of 
the Butters Farmhouse on 
August 9th. Through a letter 
campaign mailed to over 330 
focal businesses, they created 
the challenge by asking other 
companies to support the town 
in donating what they could to 


help.

WILMINGTON - Route 93 now 
runs from Canton, Mass. to 
northern Vermont. When it was 
first opened, though, it ran 
from Route 128 to Route 62. 
Period. Yes, Route 93 was a 
local road. 

During the planning phase 
from 1954 to 1957, it was called 
Route 28. But then along came 
the Eisenhower Interstate 
Defense Highway program and 
it was given the designation

Interstate 93. 

Construction of Interstate 93 
finally began in late 1957 after 
years of political maneuvers 
and engineering studies. 
Wilmington selectmen lobbied 
the Mass. Dept. of Public Works 
for a route that would have 
moved the Route 62 interchange 
a quarter mile to the east, near 
Martin's Brook. But that would 
have meant crossing the large 
swamp north of Salem Street, 
where the Brown's Crossing 
wellfield is located. The DPW 
found that the peat in that 
swamp was more than 30 feet 
deep, and the Wilmington 
Water Commissioners were 
opposed to that route. 

One person who sought input 
was a civil engineer, Dana 
Perkins, who owned a large 
tract of land off South Street in 
Tewksbury. There was a report

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
Middle School's sixth grade 
class recently had the unique 
opportunity to interview 
Christy Mihos, Independent 
candidate for governor. It was 
the first part of a series of 
interviews that will take place 
this week with all three of the 
major gubernatorial candi- 
dates. Wilmington Middle 
School is the only school in the

“It's an honor and a unique 
opportunity,” said Frank 
Orlando, Wilmington Middle 
School's Principal. “It's very 
much in keeping with Mike's 
class program.

Mahoney began teaching in 
Wilmington a decade ago, 
spending his first three years at 
Shawsheen Elementary as a 
fifth grade teacher, and the 
past seven years teaching sixth 
grade at the Middle School.

MEDICARE 
MEANS TEST 

High-income taxpayers face a stiff 
increase in Medicare Part B premi 
ums, starting next year. Hardly any. 
one noticed a provision in the 2003 
Medicare law that called for a pre- 
mium surcharge starting in 2007, 
based on a means test for beneficiar- 
ies, but letters will go ont next 
month to those likely to be affected. 

‘This first year’s surcharge will be 
based on 2005's adjusted gross 
income, plus tax-exempt interest, 
EE bond interest used for education- 
al purposes and any excluded for- 
eign income. It will affect single 
people with a modified AGI of 
$80,000 and married couples with a 
modified AGI of $160,000 or more. 
For 2007, the premium for everyone 
is'expected to be close to $100; the 
surcharge will be at least 13.3 per- 
cént. But it rises sharply, and cou- 
$400,000 will 
surcharge. 
Sarcharges for later years will be 
even higher, the percentage dou- 
bling and tripling. There are options 
for those in special circumstances,

Miceli announces: 


House approves spending 
for police & veterans 


BOSTON State 
Representative James  R. 
Miceli, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Personnel and 
Administration, is pleased to 
announce that the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives gave final 
approval to a Fiscal Year 2006 
deficiency budget. As part of 
the spending plan, police 
departments will divide $5 mil- 
lion for replacing old bullet- 
proof vests while eligible 
National Guard members 
enrolled at state and communi- 
ty colleges will get $4.4 million 
earmarked for tuition aid and 
fee waivers. 

“The approved funding will 
ensure that police men and 
women, working to protect our 
Massachusetts communities, 
will be protected themselves. 
Also, tuition funding and 


waivers allow us to give some- 
thing back to the eligible mem- 
bers of the National Guard, 
men and women who bravely 
serve our country today. The 
funding plan is a token of 
appreciation for two groups of 
people who are willing to serve 
and protect us.” Chairman 
Miceli said. 

State and community colleges 
will be reimbursed with the $4.4 
million for costs incurred due 
to waiving tuition and fee costs 
for eligible National Guard 
members at the start of the 2006 
school year. An omnibus veter- 
an's bill passed by the legisla- 
ture last year included the 
tuition and fee waivers plan 
Funding for collective bargain- 
ing agreements is also part of 
this budget. The bill was sent 
to the Governor's desk for his 
signature.

Wilmington is responsible 
for all the costs and manpow- 
er associated with the con- 
struction of the line, and for

Paul Denaro said the mayor 
ought to be involved. 

"It's important that the 
clerk of the works be selected 
by the mayor with the 
approval of the City Council," 
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said Galvin. 

Woburn Business 
Association Executive 
Director Paul Meaney, who 
suggested the idea of hiring a 
clerk of the works, said the 
council had finally "won 
(him) over a little bit" in 
regard to the project. 

He suggested holding meet- 
ings with the corporate resi- 
dents of the Presidential Way 
area to inform ‘them of the 
construction process.

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Ex-husband says LaBarre asked him to murder chiropractor 


BRENTWOOD, N.H. (AP) - 
The ex-husband of a woman 
charged with killing a former 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
man said she asked him to kill a 
chiropractor with whom they 
were living, so they could inher- 
it his Epping horse farm, 
according to a letter he said he 
sent to state police. 

Sheila LaBarre, 47, was arrest- 
ed in April and charged with 
killing and burning the body of 
24-year-old Kenneth Countie, 
formerly of Wilmington. She 
pleaded not guilty Wednesday 
morning at her arraignment in 
Rockingham County Superior 
Court. 

Chiropractor Wilfred LaBarre 
died at age 74 in 2000, leaving 
his estate to Sheila LaBarre 
over his family's objections. 
Sheila LaBarre claimed to be 


the chiropractor's common-law 
wife and took his last name, but 
was married to Wayne Ennis for 
about 16 months of the time. 

Ennis, 30, said he was living 
on Wilfred LaBarre's horse 
farm in 1996 when LaBarre 
asked him to get in the car one 
night and drove around the 
back roads of Epping, he wrote 
in a letter addressed to state 
police that he provided to the 
New Hampshire Union Leader. 

LaBarre told Ennis she wished 
a horse would kick Wilfred 
LaBarre in the head and kill 
him, that she'd thought of 
strangling him herself and that 
she wanted Ennis to kill him. 
Ennis said he was afraid to say 
no, according to the letter. 

"I did not want to say 'No' and 
have her turn on me. When she 
is like that, I don't trust her," 


Ennis wrote. "I hesitate. It just 
can't come out. I can't do that. 
I am not a murderer and Dr. 
LaBarre is like a father to me." 

State police investigators 
could not be reached Tuesday to 
confirm receiving the letter. 
Jeffrey Denner, LaBarre's 
Boston-hased lawyer, did not 
return a call seeking comment. 

LaBarre filed to divorce 
Ennis, who now lives in St. 
Elizabeth, Jamaica, in 
December 1996. The divorce 
records depict Ennis as an 
abuser and show that LaBarre 
got a restraining order against 
him, but Ennis said in letters to 
the Union Leader that she was 
the abuser. 

He said she hit, shoved and 
fired guns at him and others, 
and often refused to let him use 
the telephone, burned his

in the Wilmington Crusader in 
December 1954 of his meeting 
with the Wilmington Planning 
Board, seeking support for an 
exit to access his land. That 
exit was not built, and to this 
day, the property is virtually 
landlocked. In 2006, efforts are 
again underway to construct an 
interchange in that area, and 
the Perkins family is once 
again hoping for access to their 
property. 

In June 1956, DPW 

Commissioner John Volpe, who 
later served as governor, ruled 
that the highway would not be 
moved. 
: In December 1957, construc- 
tion began on the road that 
would change the town dramat- 
ically. Route 93 cut a 300 foot- 
wide swath along the east side 
of town. It had a lasting effect 
on development, traffic flow 
and quality of life. Residents 
used to living on sleepy farm 
lanes found themselves either 
displaced or living on a busy 
hecess road, a shortcut to the 
Super-highway. 

> The town was in a period of 
tremendous change, Route 93 
aside, Subdivisions were pop- 
ping up like dandelions. 
Wilmington Plaza and Lucci's 
were under construction, along 
with new stores in North 
Wilmington. New schools and 
additions to schools were under 
construction. Avco was built in 
1957-58, the largest construction 
project ever seen in town. 

The planning phase for the 
highway began in 1953 or 1954. 
When town officials were 
brought in on the process, the 
politics began. What route 
would the road take? Where 
would the exit ramps be built? 

Lowell and Lawrence were 
each lobbying for frontage on 
the highway. Wilmington did 
not get the highway moved, but 
the town did get four exits. 
‘Those exits were seen as a key 
to the town's industrial develop- 
ment. What was not seen was 
that they also made every 
through street in town a short- 
cut to the highway. 

On July 23, 1957, bids were 
opened for the first phase of the 
highway, 2.5 miles from Route 
128 to West Street. Campanella 
and Cardi, a Rhode Island firm, 
was the low bidder with a bid of 
$3,392,000. The firm also won 
the bid for the second phase, a 
three-mile section from West 
Street to Route 62, with a bid of 
$4,219,044. 

The highway project had an 
enormous appetite for gravel, 
over a million yards, which led 
ta several gravel disputes in 


town. A large pit off Salem 
Street at the North Reading 
line was reopened by a man 
named Steve Hathaway. For 
many years, it was owned by 
Leo Van Steensburg, who had 
set a level, below which, he 
would not dig. The new owner, 
though, went in with a drag line 
and began excavating below the 
water level in ponds that devel- 
oped in the pit. 

Building Inspector Minot 
Anderson went to court and 
secured an injunction to stop 
Hathaway. But Hathaway was 
able to prove that it had been in 
operation since 1903. The judge 
ruled that the gravel pit was 
grandfathered, and the digging 
continued. 

Hathaway also opened a pit 
off Ainsworth Road, adjacent to 
the new Route 125. When he 
was done, he let the properties 
go for tax title, and there were 
some drownings in the Salem 
Street pits. 

Gravel was mined elsewhere, 
too. There were pits on each 
side of Concord Street and 
Andover Street, and several 
other places in town and in 
nearby towns. There were other 
court cases, too. 

The highway project required 
the moving or destruction of 
several houses. One tremen- 
dous loss for the town took 
place in August 1958 with the 
burning of an early Colonial 
home, then referred to as the 
Samuel Gowing house. It stood 
at the intersection of Woburn 
and High streets, an intersec- 
tion which no longer exists. The 
house was later determined to 
have been an early Harnden 
home, probably that of Capt. 
John Hatnden, who headed one 
of Wilmington's three 
Minutemen companies in 1775. 
The families whose houses 
were moved all had stories, but 
none more moving than that of 
the Ethiers. Clarence “Cagy 
Sam” Ethier lived on Park 
Street with his wife Mary and 
three children. The house was 
where the Woburn Street bridge 
is now, maybe a little to the 
north. 

The Ethiers had drawn-out 
negotiations with the state for 
the damages to be awarded for 
the taking of their property. 
The house couldn't be moved 
until the case was settled. 

Meanwhile, construction was 
underway and a blasting crew 
was moving north along the 
new highway. Every afternoon, 
the Ethiers would have to 
vacate the house shortly before 
suppertime, when the dynamite 
would be set off. 

The blasting came closer . . 


and closer. It was less than 100 
feet away when the house was 
finally moved to a nearby site 
on Woburn Street, where mem- 
bers of the family still live 
today. It would be a safe bet to 
say that they did not try to bake 
any cakes during that period 
and that their glassware was 
safely packed away. 

The construction was of great 
interest to youngsters living 
nearby. The highway was less 
than 100 yards from our house 
and it took out a large part of 
the woods where we played. We 
used to go out and collect wood- 
en dynamite crates and use the 
wood for hut construction. And 
then, one Saturday morning, we 
found a full crate of dynamite. 
We left it alone and reported it 
to a worker. 

There was lots of wire to col- 
lect. It was thin, probably 18 
gauge, and was used to set off 
the dynamite charges. Having 
been bashed by the falling 
rocks, it was of little use. We'd 
try to make lighting circuits 
with it, only to find that it was 
broken. We had to collect it 
though, simply to claim more 
wire than the other kids. 

On Aug. 21, 1958, the Town 
Crier reported that the highway 
was 41 percent ahead of sched- 
ule. Construction was slated to 
be complete by August 1960. 

Construction doesn't last for- 
ever, and by 1960, the highway 
was finished. It was still possi- 
ble to walk across the highway. 
There was not a whole lot of 
traffic between Route 128 and 
Route 62. 

In the 1960s, the highway was 
extended, one contract at a 
time. From 128, it moved south, 
through the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation to Roosevelt Circle 
in Medford, which was the end 
for a few years. Boston-bound 
motorists had to use the 
Fellsway. Then it was extended 
to Route 16, the Mystic Valley 
Parkway. 

In the 1970s, the highway was 
finally extended to Boston, and 
connected to the Central 
Artery. Boston commuters 
could sit on the lower deck and 
experience the bouncing of the 
highway span as they looked off 
to the right, wondering if they 
should have taken the train. 

With no fanfare or new con- 
struction, the Central Artery 
and the Southeast Expressway 
were renumbered to 1-93. 
Wilmington's “hometown road” 
ran right through Boston and 
kept on going. 

Then came the Big Dig. 
Please, don't ask me anything 
about that. 
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Clothes and forced him to spend 
nights outside during the win- 
ter. 

"She had a handgun with her 
all the time - she points the gun 
at me and shoot(s) over my 
head and told me she is going to 
send me back to Jamaica in a 
box," Ennis wrote. "I was 
ashamed to let anyone know I 
was living like this in America."

"She would rip her clothes off 
and strike herself and then she 
would smile at me and then call 
the police," he wrote. "She said 
the court is not going to believe 
a black negro over a white 
American woman." 

Ennis said the real reason for 
the divorce was that he caught 
LaBarre with another man one 
night. He said he tried several 
times to leave LaBarre, but 
always ended up returning. One 
time, Wilfred LaBarre tried to 


Wilfred LaBarre told him 
Sheila LaBarre was "crazy and 
she will kill me (Ennis), so he 
gave me money and (took) me 
to the bus station." 

Ennis was deported in 2002 for 
overstaying his work permit. He 
said investigators have not con- 
tacted him, but he would like to 
testify against LaBarre.

Wilmington has defeated the 
Chieftains nine out of the last 
ten times. That is because 
Wilmington football has one 
thing that no other team in the 
league can match. Heart. 

Wilmington football forges 
champions out of sweat and 
blood. Football, as it is often 
forgotten, is still a game of pas- 
sion and intensity. And that is 
in large part why Wilmington 
has been so successful over the 
last five to ten years 
Wilmington kids have a special 
toughness emblazoned in their 
souls. 

The Masconomet game has 
evolved into something greater 
than a game. Masconomet has 
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Evans having a ball this golf season

It’s quite possible that you 
had never heard of Wilmington 
High golfer Jason Evans before 
this season. Actually it’s quite 
possible that you still have not 
heard of the senior No. 1 player 
for the Wildcats this season, as 
despite his lofty point total this 
year and his consistently excel- 
lent play he is not quite the 
headline grabber the two previ- 
ous number one players at 
Wilmington High were. 

Evans took over the No. 1 role 
this season after Zack 
Ungvarsky had occupied it for 
the past couple of seasons and 
before him, Kevin Velardo held 
the role. Both were not only the 
top golfers in the Cape Ann 
League, but also among the 
tops in the entire state. 

Evans had been accustomed 
to playing in the shadow of 
Ungvarsky, but going into this 
season, he knew he was the 
clear No. 1 for the Wildcats and 
he relished the opportunity, 
despite the fact that there is a 
lot more pressure at the num- 
ber one slot than at number 
two. 

“There is definitely more 
pressure,” Evans said. “But I 
knew I had the ability to do 
well, and even though I am not 
putting up some of the very 
high points I did last year I 
have become much more con- 
sistent and a lot of that comes 
just from playing with Zack.” 

Velardo has enjoyed his role 
as the team’s No.1 player and 
the recognition that comes with 
it, but the soft spoken and artic- 
ulate team leader also never 
minded playing second fiddle to 
a player of Ungvarsky’s ability. 

“I actually felt it made things 
a little easier. I knew that with- 
out a doubt Zack was going to 
get the most points, so there 
was no pressure on the number 
two or three player,” Evans 


said. “This year I just went in 
with the mind set that it is still 
just playing golf and it does not 
matter if I am the captain and 
number one player.” 

Evans has excelled in both of 
those roles despite the Wildcats 
struggling to a 3-8 record to this 
point of the season. He is aver- 
aging a score of 41.5 for the sea- 
son and has averaged 25.9 
points per match for the 
Wildcats. He also has five 


birdies and 38 pars on the sea- 


son, all team highs. 

The performance on the 
course has been obvious, but 
behind the scenes Evans has 
been just as helpful to the 
Wildcats as the team,s captain. 
It is said that a captain should 
lead by example and Evans cer- 
tainly does that with his play, 
but he also does jt with some of 
the things that do not show up 
in the box score, keeping the 
team loose and having fun with 
their game. 

“Right now I am working on a 
video for the team and I have 
also set up a Ryder Cup tourna- 


ment among the team,” Evans 
said. “I have also started a web 
site for our team. I felt as 
though if I was going to be cap- 
tain I wanted to make it a little 
more appealing to play this 
year. I knew we had lost a lot 
of talented kids and I wanted 
the kids who were playing this 
year to have fun.” 

The web site Evans set up, 
www.wilmingtongolf.org is a 
truly remarkable collection of 
statistics for the entire team, 
breaking down every player's 
performance for the entire sea- 
son. 

While Evans provides plenty 
of fun for his teammates off the 
course, he is also a huge asset 
on the course, whether it be 
through a friendly suggestion 
or an authoritative captain's 
order. 

“I always try to motivate our 
players through their strengths 
instead of their weaknesses and 
focus on the positives that come 
out of every round,” Evans 
said. “Also if kids are goofing 
off on the course or something 
1 will tell them to stop. We 
might not have a very good 
team, but we will always 
respect the other team.” 

While the Wildcats 3-8 record 
is obviously not what they 
would like Evans has put the 
season into perspective in a 
way very few high school ath- 
letes would be able to. 

“Even though we are 3-8 I am 
very pleased with the way we 
are playing because a lot of our 
younger guys are playing really 
well,” Evans said. “I try to look 
at it as having a good time no 
matter what. High school 
sports are not life or death, but 
it is about having fun. That is 
why I did things like the web 
site and the Ryder Cup.” 

While Evans certainly wants 
to have fun, don't get the idea 
that he does not want to win. 
In fact, nothing would make 


him happier than a good show- 
ing in the state qualifier at the 
end of the season or even more 
so the upcoming CAL 
Tournament where he is hoping 
to build on his success from last 
season. 

“I love playing in the (Cape 
Ann League tournament). I 
remember last season going to 
the driving range and seeing 
how good all these other kids 
were and thinking what am I 
doing here,” Evans said. “I 
started a little slow, but then I 
saw Zack and he said he was 3- 
under and I calmed down and 
thought that if Zack can do it 
then maybe I can too. I man- 
aged to shoot an 80 which was 
my lowest score. 

“I remember coming off the 
course, and seeing Mr. 
Ungvarsky and him saying that 
I did a good job, so I knew I 
must have really done well for 
him to say that.” 

And Evans is hoping that the 
80 from last year will just be a 
starting point for this season. 

“This year I am going to the 
course and I am going to prac- 
tice both the front and the 
back,” Evans said. “I am going 
to put ball in places where | 
would not want to hit it and 
practice shots so that way 
regardless of the situation I will 
be prepared.” 

Judging by Evans perfor- 
mance so far this season, it 
seems that he has already been 
prepared for every situation, 
and when he goes on to college 
next year he hopes to continue 
his pursuit of excellence not 
just in the classroom, but on 
the golf course as well. 

“I am not sure where I am 
going to go, but I definitely 
want to play either Division 2 
or Division 3 golf,” Evans said. 
“Wherever I decide to go, play- 
ing golf will be a part of it.”

pretty good team,” said 
Almeida. “And I think they are 
going to be really good in the 
next couple of years. I think 
they can make some noise this 
year in the (Cape Ann League) 
small school (division).

He left in the ambulance and 
was taken to the local hospital 
for precautionary reasons, but 
Fahey left the field with a 
thumbs up to the crowd, while 
his parents also stated that he 
would be OK. 

Fahey was able to watch his 
teammates come up with three 
first half touchdowns after that 
early TD strike by Amesbury. 
Countering that one-play scor- 
ing drive by Amesbury, Rich 
Barry took the ball on all but 
two plays of the 8-play, 68-yard

Masconomet Regional High, 
and again the Chieftains came 
into the game with a 5-0 record, 
and again were defeated by the 
Wildcats.

Wilmington has 
won three games in a row 
knocking off Newburyport, 
Lawrence and Amesbury by a 
combined score of 93-15 which 
comes after losing in three 
overtimes to a powerful offen- 
sive unit of Belmont in a non- 
league game. Masconomet has 
won two games in a row beat- 
ing Hamilton-Wenham this 
past Friday night, 14-0, which 
came after demolishing 
Saugus, 41-6 in a non-league 
game.

Knock on wood if you're near

Shawsheen Tech Sports Round-Up 


Golf team continues to drive 


The Shawsheen Tech golf 
team continued to roll last 
week, winning three more 
matches and wrapping up 
their second consecutive 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference championship. 

The Rams are now 11-0 on 
the season, and with the 
league title behind them they 
have set their sights on a pos- 
Sible undefeated season. The 
Rams have four matches to 
50 and there looks to be only 
one major obstacle in their 
path to the perfect season. 

While nothing is guaran- 
teed, the Rams appear to 
clearly be the class of the 
CAC as they have completely 
dominated their opponents, 
including last week with 9-0 
wins over both Minuteman 
and Greater Lawrence. 

With four matches left and 
two of them league matches, 
the only team that appears 
capable of stopping the per- 
fect streak is non-league rival 
Billerica who the Rams will 
meet on Friday at Billerica 
Cc. 

The Rams defeated Billerica 
6-3 earlier this season at 
Patriot Golf Course, but trav- 
eling to the Indians home 
course will provide a different 
challenge.

Rams pile up

BILLERICA — Nobody ever 
said that every victory had to 

be perfect. 

Well, maybe somebody, some- 
where did, but if they did they 
were wrong, and = the 
Shawsheen Tech football team 
proved on Saturday afternoon 
that an imperfect victory 
counts just as much as a per- 
fect one as they picked up a 35- 
15 win over visiting 
Manchester-Essex in a CAC 
crossover battle at Samuel J 
Cassidy Field 

The Rams survived two 
turnovers and nine penalties 
for 90 yards in improving their 
record to 3-1 on the season, 
while the much improved 
Hornets dropped to 3-1 on the 
year. The Rams actually were 
almost perfect for a half as 
they rolled to a 288 halftime 
lead, scoring on all four of their 
possessions behind a powerful 
running attack that would 
amass 279 yards rushing in the 
game, with 179 of those coming 
in the first half. 

Coupled with last week’s win 
over Georgetown, the Rams 
have now piled up 583 rushing 
yards in the past two weeks. 

Things were a little more 
sloppy in the second half, but 
the Rams played well enough to 
hold on for the win, and 
Shawsheen coach Al Costabile 
was able to look back with sat- 
isfaction on at least part of the 
game. 

“The important thing is I 
thought we played really really 
well in the first half,” Costabile 
said. “We had our rhythm on 
both sides of the ball and on 
special teams. We really 
played about as well as we 
could.” 

The Rams wasted little time 
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getting on the board, with a 
seven play 56 yard drive after 
receiving the opening kickoff. 
The key play on the drive was a 
31 yard pass from junior quar- 
terback Joe Gore of 
Wilmington to Pat Fullerton on 
a third and long, and freshman 
Chris Clark finished the drive 
with an 11 yard run up the mid- 
dle for his seventh touchdown 
of the season. 

Ryan McLaughlin of 
Tewksbury connected for the 
first of his five extra points for 
a quick 7-0 lead with 7:07 left in 
the first quarter. Gore got the 
job done through the air on the 
first series and switched his tal- 
ents to the running game on the 
Rams second series, a 10-play, 
88 yard drive that he wrapped 
up by scoring a keeper from 
three yards that pushed the 
score to 14-0 with four seconds 
left in the first quarter. 

Senior David Albano (14 car- 
ries, 110 yards) ran for 43 yards 
on the drive and Gore had the 
key play of the drive, convert- 
ing a converted a key 3rd and 
15 with a 16 yard run to the 
Hornet 34 yard line. Converting 
third and long was somewhat of 
a theme for the Rams on the 
day, and their third possession 
was the prime example. 

Facing a third and 17 from 
their own 43 yard line, Gore hit 
junior Josh DeLisle with a 
screen pass and DeLisle fol- 
lowed his blockers and then 
broke to the sideline where he 
raced untouched all the way to 
the end zone for a 21-0 lead with 
7:46 left in the half. The screen 
was set up perfectly and no 
Hornet defender even got close 
to DeLisle or his wall of Ram 
blockers after the first ten 
yards of the play. It looked for a 
moment as if the Rams would 
roll over Manchester the way 
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Shawsheen Tech’s Pat Fullerton (#27), Derek Sorensen (#30) and Derek Allgaier (#52) combine 
to make a tackle for the football team during a recent CAC game played in Billerica. 
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they did last year when they 
took a 44-0 lead early in the sec- 
ond half, but this was a much 
different version of the 
Hornets, as they brought a per- 
fect record into the game, 
inchiding a 45-0 win over Mystic 
Valley in their last game. 

Manchester on the board on 
their next series with a 44 yard 
touchdown pass from Pat 
Orlando to Dan Kenerson with 
4:30 left in the half.

Joel Mignualt stopped the 
Hornets ensuing drive with an 
interception, and although the

Manchester's best threat 
came after that botched punt 
return as they marched to the 
Shawsheen 30 yard line, but 
defensive tackle Dan Pynn and 
defensive end Shawn Pimentel 
combined to stuff the Hornets 
on a fourth down try.

“THE GUARDIAN” 
GRADE: ** 

“The Guardian” replicates 
some of the better military 
movies over the past three 
decades, including “An 
Officer and a Gentleman,” 
along with “Top Gun” and 
perhaps “Full Metal Jacket.” 

But “The Guardian” is not 
about military combat train- 
ing; the focus instead is on 
the U.S. Coast Guard Rescue 
Swimmers, an elite group 
with their motto, “So that 
others may live.” Americans 
learned all about their hero- 
ics during the civilian rescue 
attempts from the floodwater 
of Hurricane Katrina, photos 
of which appear as the end 
credits roll. 

Kevin Costner stars as 
Ben Randall, a legendary 
senior chief who loses his 
rescue crew in a tragic acci- 
dent off the coast of Alaska. 
Suffering from the psycho- 
logical scars of that mishap 
as-well as the breakup of his

marriage, Ben accepts an 
assignment to become the 
lead instructor in the rescue 
swimmer training program 

There he encounters a 
young recruit named Jake 
Fischer (Ashton Kutcher), a 
high school swimming 
champ complete with a 
smirk on his face. We all 
know where this story is 
going. 

The intense rivalry 
between the trainer and 
trainee goes through the 
checklist items of a typical 
training camp film. The res- 
cue swimmer candidates are 
subjected to arduous drills 
dealing with oxygen depriva- 
tion, hypothermia, and how 
to approach a drowning vic- 
tim in the high seas. That 
one didn’t look like much 
fun, 

No basic training film 
would be complete without 
the obligatory off-base 
romance. To win a bet,

Fischer begins to court a 
local schoolteacher (Melissa 
Sagemiller). That subplot 
along with the chatter at a 
local watering hole churns 
up some valuable screen 
time. 

It is too easy to dismiss 
“The Guardian” as nothing 
more than a predictable, 
watery retread of “An Officer 
and a Gentleman.” This 
reviewer found himself 
engrossed in the tense action 
rescue scenes that highlight 
the film from beginning to 
end. 

But it is Costner who car- 
ries the film with his gritty 
performance as the conflict- 
ed trainer, bringing to mind 
a similar performance by 
Clint Eastwood in 
“Heartbreak Ridge”. 


“ALL THE KING'S 
MEN” 
GRADE: ** 
All the King’s Men” is a 
fascinating look at the dark 


side of politics. 

It’s beautiful to look at 
and listen to, and well acted 
by Sean Penn and Jude Law. 

The only problem is it’s 
hard to care what happens to 
a hero that is at the same 
time sleazy. 

For all the things it does 
right, Steven Zaillian’s new 


adaptation of Robert Penn , 


Warren's Pulitzer-winning 
novel is a letdown where it 
really counts. It fails to deliv- 
er a gripping emotional expe- 
rience. 

The rise of small-town 
activist Willie Stark (Penn) 
to the governorship of 
Louisiana - and the corrup- 
tion he picks up along the 
way - is loosely based on the 
life of Huey Long, the 
Louisiana governor assassi- 
nated in 1935. 

As in the book and 1949 
film version, we witness 
Stark through the eyes of 
Jack Burden (Law), a jaded 
newspaperman and son of 
Louisiana gentry who starts 
out championing Stark's 
attacks on the political estab- 
lishment. Soon Jack finds 
himself co-opted, becoming 
one of Stark’s closest advis- 
ers. 
At first Penn's Willie Stark 
is a rawboned bumpkin, 
earnest about reform and a 
boring speaker. But when 
Stark realizes he’s merely 
being used by the bosses to 
siphon votes away from 
another rural candidate, he’s 
transformed into a fire- 
breathing, stage-stalking, 
fist-pounding political whirl- 
wind. He promises to pave 
rural roads, provide free 
books to schoolchildren, 
build public hospitals, tax the 
oil companies and throw the 
elitists out on their ears. 
Later scenes show Stark, 
now. facing an impeachment 
vote, attending a nighttime 
rally like something out of 
Hitler's Germany. 

It’s great stuff, but Stark’s 
transition from defender of 
the people to corrupt politi- 
cian seems abrupt, and the 
film never explains why Jack 
continues to compromise 
himself by remaining in 
Stark's employ. Especially

It's natural to have high 
expectations for "The Black 
Dahlia," with a director 
Brian De Palma attached to 
it and the laundry list of 
stars in it. James Ellroy's 
novel that the film is based 
on is also considered one of 
his finest. Failing to meet 


those expectations doesn't 
make De Palma's film bad, 
just a bit disappointing. 
Known as The Black 
Dahlia for her taste in black 
fashion, 22-year-old aspiring 
actress Elizabeth Short (a 
Medford native) found fame 
only in death, as the victim 


in Los Angeles' most notori-_ 
ous unsolved murder case. 
Her bisected body was found~ 
on Jan. 15, 1947, its organs 
removed, blood drained, , 
mouth slit from ear to ear in 
a hideous grin. Her killer., 
was never found, and, 
Ellroy's novel builds its spec- | 
ulative plot around two L.A:

With the summer officially 
over, many are finding them- 
selves spending more time 
inside the office.

Survey results revealed 
that more than three out of 
four workers only occassion- 
ally clean their desktops 
before eating - and 20 percent 
never do. 

What’s more, 95 percent of 
workers say that they neglect- 
ed to clean their keyboard 
and computer mouse daily, 
though they're often eating 
while working at their’ com- 
puters.

Also, consider keeping 
moist towelettes or antibac- 
terial soap nearby so you can 
clean your hands before eat- 
ing. 

Corporate Sharing 

For many, eating at work 
isn’t limited to meals. 
According to the survey, 
birthdays ranked first as the 
most popular occasion for 
sharing food in the work- 
place, followed closely by 
winter holiday season and 
meetings. But while sharing 
food @an be a nice break 
from the everyday grind, it 
also can serve as a breeding 
ground for harmful bacteria 
if proper food safety proce- 
dures aren’t followed. 

According to the survey, 
nearly four out of five work- 
ers say that shred foods sit 
out more than two hours and 
44 percent say that the food 
sits out all day or until it is 
finished. 

“Perishable foods - like 
pizza, cold cuts, dips, salads, 
and sandwiches - should 
never sit out for more than 
two hours, at which point, 
harmful bacteria begin to 
multiply rapidly and the risk 
of developing a foodborne ill- 
ness increases exponential- 
ly,” Newgent explained.
